TO HIS EXCELLENCY ARCHIBALD WILLIAM EARL OF EGLINTON AND WINTON 
LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

■\^LTE, “ the Commissioners of Education in Ireland,” constituted and appointed 
▼ T by certain Acts of Parliament made in the 53d year of the reign of his 
late Majesty King George the Third, and in the 3d and 4th years of the reign of 
his late Majesty King William the Fourth, do, in obedience thereunto, respect- 
fully submit to your Excellency a General Report of the Proceedings of the 
Board for the year ending the 25th of March 1852. 

Conformably with resolutions passed by this Board in the year 1834, and 
acting on the recommendations of a Special Report made to us by a Court of 
Examiners appointed for that purpose, we have since the date of our last General 
Report selected to fill the Royal Scholarships endowed by us, the Students 
whose names are herein submitted to your Excellency, viz. : 

Oil the Armagh Royal School foundation, 

Robert Reeves, to a Royal Scholarship of 50/. per annum, for five years. 
Richard Carson, to a Royal Scholarship of 50 1., for one year. 

On the Dungannon Royal School foundation, 

Colepoise Baker, to a Royal Scholarship of 50/. per annum, for five years. 

On the Enniskillen Royal School foundation, 

William Bradford, to a Royal Scholarship of 50 1. per annum, for five years. 
Arthur Mitchell, to a Royal Scholarship of 30/. per annum, for five years. 
Thomas Stack, to a Royal Scholarship of 20/. per anuum, for two years. 

On the Cavan Royal School foundation, 

John Kennedy, to a Royal Scholarship of 25 Z. per annum, for five years. 

And we have to state that, in connexion with Midleton Endowed School, we 
have granted a prize of 30/. to William Meade. 

And we beg to bring before your Excellency’s notice a list of those Students 
who at present hold from this Board Scholarships, obtained by them solely as the 
reward of distinguished answering, and who are permitted to retain them only 
whilst they continue to evince their eminence either in the classical or scientific 



courses of the University.

At Enniskillen, the lease of certain premises in the town i having expired we 
have granted a lease for twenty-one years to a new tenant, who has atreaay 
expended a considerable sum of money thereon. 

The very great reduction which we found it necessary to ^ in the rents 
the Clonmel School Estate, together with the difficulty -in them even 

so reduced, have deprived us of the means of repaying to advanced for 

years past, the annual instalments due for money heretofore a vance 
building the School-house in the town of Clonmel. 

The consideration of the very numerous petitions and memorials from the 
tenantry on the various School Estates, though requiring much ot our 
and occupying a considerable portion of our time, do not proper y rm i 
materials for a General Report to your Excellency.

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In conclusion, we beg to state that having, during the past year, presented 
several Special Reports to the Government, as well as Returns to Orders o 
House of Commons, we do not deem it requisite to include the matters to which 
they respectively refer iu this, which we beg to submit to your Excellency as our 
Annual General Report.
